One of the nicer examples of this number as PMG has graded only two others equal and two higher. Both higher graded notes come in at AU 55 and AU 
58. We auctioned another PMG 53 piece for $2,880 in September, 2018.

Rare Marbled Edge May 10, 1775 $20 


Continental Currency — 
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20002 Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $20 PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 

The marbled edge $20 is the most distinctive and rarest of all the Continental notes. It is the only piece of the 102 different numbers that has a different size 
(shorter and wider), paper, and color. Benjamin Franklin procured this distinctive marbled edge paper from his contacts in Paris. Only 11,800 $20s were each 
printed individually on thin and weak white paper according to Newman. Very few survivors are known today that are not damaged and/or restored. The exam- 
ple in this lot has two strong signatures and good color of the marbled edge. There are edge repairs, but for the most part, they are only visible when the note is 
backlit. Further examination reveals that the marbled left edge has only a couple of tiny repairs. Overall, it remains a nice representative for the grade.

A well printed piece with bold penmanship and nice margins on all four 
sides. This is one of the nicest examples of this note to be in our auctions. 
There is not an exact third party comparison available. However, the last 
example that we offered was a PCGS 64PPQ example that went for $1,800 
in September, 2019.

Uncirculated 50 EPQ. 

A wonderful looking fractional Continental, with nice centering, bold 
printing and a strong red signature. An ideal piece to represent the type.

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20005 Continental Currency February 17, 1776 $7 PMG Gem 
Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 

The PMG Population Report shows that after a solid fifteen years in business 
this is the only Gem they have seen of this $7 Continental. PCGS has graded 
only a single example better. The note has superb centering, a pair of sharp 
signatures, and an evocative vignette. The vignette illustrates a storm at sea 
with the phrase SERENABIT, which Newman translates “Tt will be calm.” The 
first Newman collection sale in 2015 had a PCGS Gem New 65PPQ that fell 
a hair short of the $3,000 mark. The only finer piece that has been graded by 
either service was a PCGS Gem New 66PPQ from the Continental Congress 
collection. In 2015 we sold that note for $4,700. In the intervening five years 
the demand for top pop caliber Continentals has not abated whatsoever.

A contemporary counterfeit that acquired just a little circulation before 
being removed from commerce. We had a PCGS 53PPQ example of this 
counterfeit realize $990 last September.

This is the first “United States” issue where the words “United Colonies” 
have been eliminated and the last issue to use the Franklin emblem backs. 
This is another sleeper, because it’s difficult to find in fully Uncirculated 
condition. Like the Yorktowns that follow, this issue was heavily counter- 
feited. It was called in for exchange making this the second scarcest issue 
behind the Yorktowns.

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20008 Continental Currency April 11, 1778 $4 PCGS Apparent Very 
Fine 30. 

A very rare colonial note from our 2015 Central States auction where we 
said: “The April 11, 1778 “as Yorktown” notes comprise the rarest series 
overall. This is a key note for specialists and autograph collectors since it is a 
Yorktown, making it rare to begin with, but most importantly it is signed by 
James Wilson, Signer of the Declaration of Independence. Most importantly, 
it is a genuine signature; he generally used an amanuensis to sign notes. 
Apparent and “Missing UR Corner,” but desirable as the Newman plate note 
and the key “Signer” note.”

Both signatures are bold on this nicely preserved example. Top and bot- 
tom margins each measure 2mm in width.

A well printed note of a number that PMG has only graded one example 
higher. The most recent piece, graded PMG 58 EPQ, to cross our auction 
block realized $1,800 in September, 2019. The $70 denomination is found 
only in the eleventh and final issue of Continentals.

MD4B is listed as unknown in The Price of Liberty by William G. 
Anderson. F(rancis) Hopkinson signed this example. He was a signer 
of the Declaration of Independence as a delegate from New Jersey. The 
Net grade is for nicely executed internal repairs. We auctioned a similar 
Anderson PAI0A-US99 also signed by Hopkinson that graded PMG 40 
for $2,400 in January, 2020.

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20013 New Jersey January 9, 1781 1s PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

A scarcer series of State of New Jersey notes with the State arms on 
the face and nature print on the back. This is one of the few strictly 
Uncirculated notes known from this series and the highest graded by 
PMG. Darkly inked and deeply printed by Isaac Collins, with the location 
“Trenton” on the nature print back. Pinholes are noted on the holder. 
Starting Bid: $750 
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20014 New Jersey January 9, 1781 1s 6d PMG Choice Uncirculated 
64. 

Sharply printed on NEW JERSEY watermarked paper, this note has four 
full margins and good centering on both sides. It was signed by Robert 
Neil and Benjamin Smith whose signatures are still strong.

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20015 New/Jersey January 9, 1781 5s PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

A boldly printed, well signed note. Isaac Collins printed these notes in 
Trenton on paper with a NEW JERSEY watermark. Benjamin Smith 
and Robert Neil were the signers of this attractive five shillings note. 
“Pinholes” is noted on the holder.

Brearley’s signature and the serial 
number were done in yellow ink and have faded but are still readable. The 
third party grading service lists “previously mounted” on the holder.

The highest denomination of this issue that was printed by Benjamin 
Franklin and David Hall. This is a nicely printed example in a comment 
free holder.

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20018 Rhode Island July 2, 1780 Uncut Single Pane Sheet of $5-$7- 
$8-$20/$1-$2-$3-$4 Fr. RI-286-287-288-289/282-283-284-285 PMG

Only the second single pane, uncut sheet of these denominations that we 
have auctioned. It has dark signatures on the face, but lacks the counter- 
signature on the back due to the notes not being issued. Our one other 
offering was part of the Eric Newman Collection. It graded PCGS 55PPQ 
and realized $1,057 in May, 2107.

The tree was so stained with blood that it was red in color and it 
was seen by d’Ibervile when he sailed up the Mississippi in 1699 as it was the 
first high bluff to be seen north of the Gulf of Mexico. The Red Stick vignette 
was the work of Luigi (Louis) Delnoce who studied under John W. Casilear 
from 1851-55. These notes are quite rare and desirable. A quick check of 
our archives reveals that this is the first example we have been able to offer 
in eight years. That last appearance was in our 2012 FUN auction when an 
impaired Very Good piece brought $1,955.

This evenly 
circulated $3, which features a Native American chief portrait, represents 
the variety with a handwritten 8 over the printed 7 in the date. Some minor 
paper clip rust on the back accounts for the apparent designation.

This is the highest denomination from this bank and unique. It is the sole 
example that originated in lot 732 of the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. An India 
paper Proof on original archive book card with stunning Danforth, Wright & 
Co. style throughout. There are titles across the top and the base with C 100 
C dies. The lower left corner features a trio of cherubs crushing a rock in a 
screw press. At lower right, we see a brig under sail. The upper corners show 
Durand patented counters. This note is in impeccable condition with only 
hole punch cancels as prepared by the printer. Its pedigree chain proceeded 
with distinction from its initial 1990 public offering. The City Bank of Lynn 
demand notes were acquired by Herb and Martha Schingoethe, then to the 
Peter Mayer collection (it realized $9,400 in November 2014), and at that sale 
by Art Davidson. The high denomination Massachusetts Proofs, particu- 
larly the unique ones, performed justifiably well in our first Charles Pease, Jr. 
offering in January 2020. An important Massachusetts high denomination 
and the only example known.

The note, which has a light orange overall tint 
and a large orange and white $20 protector, is printed on India paper with the 
usual Small POCs in the signature lines. PMG indicates that they have detect- 
ed a restoration whose exact nature and location are very difficult to discern 
through the holder.

The bank was organized in 1837 and, like so many Michigan banks, 
failed within a matter of months, in 1838. The design is quite impressive;

The note is printed on India paper mounted on card- 
stock with the usual POCs in the signature lines. This note was formerly 
part of the Wallace Lee collection (probably part of the Proof uncut sheet 
illustrated in his 2006 state catalog on page 310.) This note is decidedly 
rare and probably unique in Proof form.

The Central Bank was short-lived, like virtually all of Minnesota's state banks. The organization papers were filed in 1859 by Mr. North and Mr. Steele, but the 
bank was quickly purchased by J. (John) Jay Knox from St. Paul. Knox later became Comptroller of the United States Currency and wrote an important history 
about late nineteenth century banking. The issued notes would eventually be protested for redemption in 1862 and were ultimately redeemed at the Auditor’s 
office, for only 30 cents on the dollar, with $863 recorded as remaining unredeemed by 1878. This Central Bank, New Ulm proof will be highly sought after by 
Minnesota collectors and those with a strong interest in Santa Claus vignetted notes. The Central Bank $1 is the only Minnesota Santa Claus vignetted type. 
Prominently at center it features the Durand Type III style “Saint Nick” attributed to George Baldwin (as plated and classified in Roger H. Durand’s Interesting 
Notes about Christmas). This stunning proof superbly and elegantly crafted by the ABNCo is printed on India paper and die sunk to its original cardstock. The 
$1-$2-$5-$10 plate was authorized to be engraved by Wellstood, Hay & Whiting (WHW), but the final plate bears the ABN imprint across the bottom. The plate 
used by the bank is an interesting hybrid, created primarily from WHW vignettes and dies. Unlike the other denominations on the plate, this unique $1 Santa 
Claus vignette was engraved using the Baldwin, Adams & Co. die, which would have been available to the ABNCo conglomerate after the 1858 consolidation of 
the seven firms. The center shows the major vignette as discussed, Baldwin’s jovial Santa Claus grandly seated in his sleigh with reindeer guiding him over the 
rooftop. At the lower left is a Peter Stuyvesant portrait, but this portrait was engraved for Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, New-York. It was used primarily 
on New York City notes, especially the St. Nicholas Bank notes and Proofs with Santa Claus vignettes. At the far right is a tall and intricate “1” numeral. Across 
the bottom is a red protector ONE in the style used on the issued notes. This is the Hewitt plate note and also the Durand Christmas book plate note (his MN-6 
listing), and it is the only Proof known and reported. This type is missing from virtually every Santa Claus vignette collection to our knowledge. There are two 
issued notes of the type recorded in the census and one is plated in Haxby. However, both are damaged notes that perhaps barely Net Good in state of preserva- 
tion. (Roger H. Durand noted them as “severely damaged” in his privately published collection treatise and census.) One of those examples was the note sold in 
the Schingoethe auctions. This unique and Very Choice Proof, with as-made POCs mounted on cardstock, boldly displays its grand merits. This is another excep- 
tional highlight and the key type for the most elite Santa Claus vignetted Obsolete note cabinet.

This is a superbly crafted Draper, Toppan, Longacre & Co. plate design 
that combines a commercial allegory with historical portraits related to 
Jacksonian Democrats, and Missouri’s role in crafting Manifest Destiny poli- 
cies. This elusive Proof has been printed on India paper only. At top center is 
a young woman, wearing a wreath of flowers, sitting on Moneta’s lap. Moneta 
appears to be giving her some instruction, and points toward the steamship 
behind. The quartet of portraits relates to Missouri politics, finance and 
westward expansion. Seen at upper left is Thomas Hart Benton, a senator 
whose nickname was old “Old Bullion (he was lampooned on satire notes as 
“Bentonian Drops”). At upper right is Lewis F. Linn, the other lesser-known 
Missouri senator, who was a proponent of Manifest Destiny and the 1843 
Oregon Bill. Seen at the bottom corners were Martin Van Buren at left and 
Andrew Jackson at right. At each end is a circular vignette of an eagle, with 
wings upraised and perched on a branch that is facing inward. A fascinating 
historical type and beautifully engraved and printed. We have actually sold 
a few of the “Branch Payable” Proofs of different denominations. The only 
other example of this type that we have sold was found in the Newman collec- 
tion. That Proof, which graded PCGS Apparent About New 58 due to stains, 
was visually inferior to the present offering, yet it still managed a price tag of 
$1,762.50 when we sold it in 2015.

30 years ago. That wasn't due to its Port Deposit location but its Missouri 
affiliation. This is an India paper Proof on original thick paper sheet by 
Draper, Toppan, Longacre & Co. This note is one-eighth of the entire sup- 
ply of this St. Louis title tied to Port Deposit. It was not in the Newman 
Collection and important as such. This Proof of an intended design tells 
the tale of a bank in trouble. The Susquehanna Bank opened and closed 
in 1834, reorganized and reopened in 1836 and failed in 1838. As part of 
its strategy to avoid redeeming notes, some were intended, as evidenced 
by this Proof, to be redeemed at the Missouri Life Insurance & Trust Co.

The bank 
was liquidated on February 16, 1866, with redemption efforts continuing 
for another twenty years. Some sources feel that the $6 is a Proof while 
others feel it may be a Remainder.

We have auctioned only four Exchequers in the past and they were two 25¢ pieces, 
a 50¢, and the last was a $5 that crossed our auction block in January, 2012. The $2 example in this lot has edge wear and internal splits appropriate for the 
assigned grade, but very little interferes with the main design features. The “Sam Houston” signature was executed by Washington D. Miller according to, The 
Paper Republic by James P. Bevill on page 273.

A “change note” from the $1-$3 issue that was used to supplement the 
Star Note series which was composed of denominations $5 and higher. 
This number is of the variety that has only the Childs, Clark & Co. 
imprint. Change notes were a workhorse of the new republic and thor- 
oughly circulated. The highest grade we have offered of this number was 
a Fine 15 Net that realized $3,360 in September, 2019.

This example is in pleasant undamaged condi- 
tion in a comment-free holder and will fit in nicely with any Mormon or 
Utah collection into which it finds its way.

It was then and remains today a sparsely populated hamlet in the Finger Lakes region of the state, busy in the 
summer and somnolent in the winter. This institution was the sole bank here to receive a charter, and it had a very limited issue consisting only of $5 Plain Backs 
and $5 1929 Type 1s. Only a relative handful of sheets of each were issued, and, by the time the receiver arrived to lock the bank’s doors and turn out the lights in 
December of 1933, a tiny $170 remained outstanding in large notes. This is one of three pieces known, and was the discovery note for this charter when your cata- 
loger found it in an antique shop in Geneva, NY in 1988 thanks to a tip from long-time New York collector Tom Conklin.

This pretty note 
should approach that number.

the other three known notes has ever made a public appearance. This well This offering is one of just three large notes known from this bank, the sole 
printed note has only some light folds and features an exceptionally vivid issuer in this tiny Steuben County community. Only $720 was outstanding 
signature of W.T. Rockwood, who signs in red ink as vice president. from here in large size when the receiver arrived to close the doors in May 
Starting Bid: $1,000 of 1931. The chances of others turning up is rather remote. This is a bright, 


moderately circulated specimen that represents the only denomination this 
bank ever issued. It is one of only two large from here to cross the auction 
block since 2003.

Text is sharply printed 
with significant traces of press text embossing remaining within the 
paper, attesting to its crisp, attractive condition. It reads, in full: 


“Promise to pay, or cause to be paid, to BARTREM GALBRAITH, or 
his Order, the just and full sum of Pennsylvania Currency, upon 
the ___ Day of 17___ next ensuing the Date hereof, for Value 
received; as Witness my Hand and Seal, this__ Day of 17 
Witness Present.” 





Bartrem Galbraith served as an officer of a company of Rangers, formed 
for the protection of the frontier. From 1760 to 1775, he surveyed lands 
in Pennsylvania, and became a member of the Provincial Conference of 
June 18, 1776, and a member of the Constitutional Convention of July 
15, 1776. During the same year he was elected Colonel of a Lancaster 
Battalion, and was on duty in New Jersey that year. He also became a 
member of the Pennsylvania Assembly, 1776-1777. Galbraith held many 
responsible positions including a commissioner to collect clothing for the 
Army; and to take subscriptions to the Continental Loan Office; met in 
New Haven, Ct. to regulate the prices of Commodities in the colonies and 
remained an officer of the Militia until peace was restored. Appointed 
State Surveyor in 1791, died in 1804.

This is only the third $50 from this issue that we have auctioned. It is an 
excessively rare Idaho Territorial note issued by B.M. DuRell & Co. of 
Idaho City which is actually both a scrip issue and a transition piece to 
the issuance of National Bank Notes in Idaho. Benjamin M. DuRell came 
west to California around 1849, then went north to St. Helens, Oregon 
in 1853, where he built a flour and sawmill. When that was destroyed 
by fire, he moved to Salem, where he built a large packing plant and a 
second sawmill. A disastrous flood during the winter of 1861-62 again 
put him out of business. He then headed for the Idaho gold fields. On his 
way to Idaho in 1862, he met Christopher Moore and the two began haul- 
ing goods to the mines in Auburn, Oregon. In the spring of 1863, they 
brought supplies to Boise, selling some from their wagons and hauling 
the rest to the Snake River for sale to miners. The partners opened several 
stores, including B.M. DuRell & Co. in Boise and Idaho City. The stores 
offered banking services as well as merchandise. This financial activ- 
ity led DuRell and Moore to join with three other investors (including 
Territorial Governor David Ballard) to organize the First National Bank 
of Idaho in 1866. The bank was granted a charter on March 11, 1867 and 
opened for business in the rear of DuRell’s Boise store on June 6, 1867. A 
branch was soon opened in the Idaho City store as well. DuRell sold his 
interest in the bank in 1872. After moving to Utah, he organized the Salt 
Lake City NB of Utah. The PMG back label states both “date added and 
annotations.” The added date of “April 8th, 1920” is in black ink at upper 
right. The annotations are the words “non-negotiable” penned in red 
ink to the immediate right of the Lincoln portrait and also at lower right 
above the signature line.

22395 111th Illinois Volunteers, IL- B.E. Martin, Sutler 5¢ ND (ca. 
1860s) Keller-UNL Very Good-Fine. 

The 111th was mustered into service at Salem, IL on September 18, 1862 
and participated in the Atlanta Campaign, Sherman's March to the Sea, 
and the Carolinas Campaign to end the war. It was mustered out on 
June 7, 1865. Seven officers and 75 enlisted men were killed or mortally 
wounded due to combat. Two officers and 166 enlisted men died of dis- 
ease, equaling 250 casualties for the unit. This small red cardboard chit 
was worth 5¢ in merchandise from the unit’s Sutler, B.E. Martin. The 
chit is creased and has some scuffing but is, all in all, a wonderful piece of 
Civil War military history.

The vignettes are enclosed within a pat- 
tern of micro-counters using patent devices made for this firm by Cyrus 
Durand. The green protector grill across the bottom adds sharp contrast. 
Although long ago considered a “common” note, today it is not seen as 
such, especially in the highest grades.

A small entry in the 
Journal of the U.S. House of Representatives for the December, 1862 
session indicated that a petition of Josiah M. Christy, sutler to the 28th 
regiment, Pennsylvania volunteers, was referred to the Committee on 
Military Affairs.

It served extensively, including participation in battles 
such as Antietam, Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, the Atlanta campaign,

enlisted men killed or mortally wounded due to enemy action and three 
officers and 124 enlisted men who died of disease for a total of 284 casu- 
alties. The cardboard scrip issued by Christy is printed in black ink on 
rose or pink colored cardstock. There is a bit of corner and edge scuffing, 
but no folds or creases. Decidedly rare and likely to stay that way.

The 32nd was mustered into service on July 28, 1861 and during the war 
participated in the battles of Malvern Hill, Antietam, Fredericksburg, and 
others. The unit was mustered out on June 17, 1864 after suffering two 
officers and 69 Enlisted men killed or mortally wounded plus one officer 
and 54 enlisted men lost due to disease for a total casualty count of 127 
men. The scrip note was payable in merchandise at the sutler’s store. The 
date on the note places the initial issue location as being Tennallytown, 
Maryland. The scrip is a pleasant mid-grade example without any condi- 
tion shortcomings and served as the plate note in Keller's sutler book.

The signer, Landon Ware Oglesby, was a Tennessean who enlisted in the 
8th Regiment, Tennessee Infantry, CSA in May of 1861. According to sev- 
eral sources he remained with the unit, holding increasingly important 
ranks throughout the war. According to one source he was the unit’s final 
colonel. The date on this note correlates to the last day of the Battle of 
Stones River in which the 8th Tennessee fought. What is not so clear is in 
what capacity Oglesby issued these notes. The common wisdom at pres- 
ent is that they were paid out by Oglesby in his role as Quartermaster for 
the unit. Colonel Oglesby and his family moved to Plano, Texas, where he 
was one of the first settlers. After a successful stint as the co-owner of a 
general store in that community, he became the Tax Assessor-Collector 
for Collin County, Texas, a position he held for eight years from 1878 
through 1886. His tenure ended with his removal from office for misap- 
propriation of county funds, creating a scandal which caused great losses 
for the county’s bonding agent. The Schafluetzel census suggests a very 
small population of surviving notes for this denomination, with two 
known. PCGS notes stains and edge splits which should not have any 
significant impact on this very rare note’s desirability. A truly fascinating 
Obsolete and the only piece we can recall having seen at auction.

All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
merchandise; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if 
a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, thirty 
days when drawn on an international bank.

(Criswell Types 1-4). It was awarded the Numismatic Literary Guild’s “Best U.S. Paper Money 
Book” for 2012. 





Most numismatic authors are also dedicated collectors of their areas of study and publication. 
Hilton took it to another level. His census, which reaches back to the first postbellum 
numismatic offerings of the late 1860s, allowed him to recognize the absolute finest pieces 
offered over the last 150 years. He waited patiently for the finest pieces to appear, then was 
sure to make them a part of his collection. Our previous offerings from Hilton’s collection 
undoubtedly include some of the best Montgomery notes ever issued.

From the very first issue made by the newly formed Confederate States of America, this $1000 note simply oozes history. The order for these 
notes was placed by Secretary Memminger within days of their authorization. Memminger used Gazaway Bugg Lamar as his agent to negotiate 
a contract to print a number of types of fiscal instruments with ABNCo. Time was impossibly short and ABNCo. subcontracted out the Treasury 
Notes to National Bank Note Company. Using all pre-war vignettes, National miraculously delivered 607 sheets of $1000-$500-$100-$50 to 
Montgomery by early April. In fact, the first lower denomination notes were issued on April 5, a week before hostilities commenced. The $1000 
note was never envisioned as serving a real need in day-to-day commerce but rather was viewed as a 3.65% bearer instrument that would be 
held as an investment. $1000s were issued sparingly, with this low serial number (87) not being issued until May 28, 1861. 


The number of clean, vivid, crisp, $1,000 Montgomery notes can be counted on two hands. This superb example was probably first sold in 
the 1880s either by legendary Philadelphia dealer John W. Haseltine (who described the note in his sale of November 6, 1882 as “cancelled 
by clean cut, extremely rare and valuable”) or by renowned New York dealer Lyman Low (who described it in his sale of March 26, 1885 as 
“uncirculated, cancelled, clean cut”). Prior to 1950, very few auction houses showed serial numbers in their descriptions, so it is impossible to 
know if this note originally sold at the Haseltine, the Low, or another unknown auction altogether. By the 1960s, though, the note was firmly 
entrenched with Confederate dealer and raconteur Grover C. Criswell, who sold it in the 1980s to noted Confederate collector Neil Chiappa 
of Richmond, Va. In fact, this note appeared as the plate note on page 77 in Criswell’s final book, Comprehensive Catalog of Confederate 
Paper Money, released in 1996. The note is also pictured in full color on p. 178 of Hilton’s Collecting Confederate Currency: Hobby and/or 
Investment? released in 2012. 


Wherever this note goes it will be the highlight of its collection. There are presently somewhere around 137 surviving examples known, ranging 
from serial no. 12 to serial no. 595.

This $500 note was part of the very first emission of Treasury Notes by the Confederacy. A total of 607 $500 notes were issued between April 
8, 1861 (four days before hostilities actually began) and July 23, 1861. The notes were part of a deal brokered by Gazaway Bugg Lamar and 
ABNCo, with the Treasury Note part of a larger order being subcontracted to National Bank Note Company by ABNCo due to the press of time. 
This order was placed shortly after the March 9th authorization by the Confederate Congress for the issuance of Treasury Notes, with the first 
order of 607 sheets of $1000-$500-$100-$50 notes being received in Montgomery on April 2, 1861, ten days before the commencement of 
hostilities. While another 1000 sheets of $100-$50 were printed and barely escaped confiscation by Federal authorities in late April, 1861, no 
additional $1000s or $500s were printed. The $500 necessarily used pre-war vignettes of Ceres and a train crossing a bridge with cattle being 
driven in the foreground entitled The Crossing engraved by James Smillie. The note exhibits excellent color and paper quality with many of the 
attributes of an even higher graded note. The back has a manuscript issue endorsement of A. J. Guirot, Assistant Treasurer of the Confederate 
States of America. 


This note traces its ownership to Lewis C. Gehring of Brooklyn, a prominent banker and treasurer of Prudential Savings Bank of Brooklyn. 
Gehring consigned the note to the famous Thomas Elder’s August 26, 1921 auction in New York, where it was graded “uncirculated” and sold 
for a whopping $56, a record for any $500 Montgomery from 1865 to 1941. Elder sold the note again May 12, 1939, where it was described as 
“uncirculated, perfection, clean note, a gem.” The note likely was purchased by dealer Charles Wormser of New York, son of the founder of New 
Netherlands Coin Co., who in turn sold it to his protégé John J. Ford in 1957. Ford held onto this note until he began the massive liquidation of 
his entire numismatic collection in 2003. 


This superlative mid-grade example without any condition distractions will be a key part of any Confederate collection fortunate enough to add 
it. Certainly one of the best condition examples known today.

22003 Manuscript Endorsement “John T. Shaaff” T3 $100 1861 Cr. 3 PCGS Choice About New 55. 

The $100 denomination was part of the very first emission of Treasury Notes by the Confederacy in 1861 and was hurriedly printed by National 
Bank Note Company in March and April, 1861 after the Treasury Note portion of a larger order was subcontracted to it by ABNCo. To minimize 
design time, all pre-war vignettes were utilized including those of a train at a station and America (which National Bank Note Co. took time 
to de-federalize the vignette by removing stars from the drapery and modifying the stripes on the shield). This note was part of a second 1000 
sheet shipment that barely escaped being confiscated by federal authorities in New York in late April, 1861, after hostilities had commenced. 
The back has an issue endorsement of John T. Shaaff who appears to have begun his service as a Captain of Co. C, 1st Regiment of the Louisiana 
Heavy Artillery and was serving as a Captain in the Subsistence Department by May, 1861. Based on other documents, this likely puts the place 
of issue as Grenada, MS. The note is darkly inked with bold colors and is free of any noteworthy condition shortcomings. 


Like so many other exceptionally fine $100 Montgomery notes, this spectacular offering probably first appeared at auction a hundred or more 
years ago, but its serial number was not reported. It made its first recorded appearance at a NASCA auction (division of R.M. Smythe & Co.) 
on June 15, 1990, consigned by Henry Hull, noted philatelist from Jacksonville, Florida. Hull also consigned to this same sale the $1,000 
Montgomery with serial number 55, the unquestioned finest $1,000 Montgomery yet discovered. Cataloged by the astute Douglas Ball, Ph.D., 
who wrote that this note was “about uncirculated. Clean, tightly but completely margined.” It was sold to the Honorable William H. Kelly, 
mayor of Asharoken, New York, who later had the distinction of selling 32 Montgomery notes at a single Heritage auction in January 2012.

This note, with serial number 921, was part of the second shipment of 1000 sheets that escaped confiscation by federal 
authorities by the narrowest of margins while being shipped out of New York in late April, 1861. It incorporates a vignette titled Slaves Hoeing 
Cotton that appeared on several antebellum Southern bank notes. Fewer than 200 examples are known to exist and this note is one of the finer 
examples known with no meaningful condition distractions. In addition, it has an issue endorsement of Capt. Thomas K. Jackson, who was 


serving at the time of this endorsement under General Wise’s command at Lynchburg, VA. A lovely note with many of the attributes of an even 
loftier grade.

The days of Memphis being a Confederate stronghold were numbered due to 
the Union naval victory at the First Battle of Memphis on June 6, 1862. Union gunboats and rams easily defeated a Confederate force of

1861 Demand Notes were the first federal notes issued after the start of the Civil War. While they ceased to be redeemable in specie by the end 
of 1861, they were receivable for customs duties (normally paid in gold coin). This essentially made them as “good as gold” and meant that they 
actually garnered a premium over face value. Notes were issued, payable in five different cities, New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Cincinnati 
and St. Louis, and were all hand signed by clerks. Notes from Cincinnati office are rare, with only seven $5 Cincinnati Demand Notes presently 
known. This note, which is ex-Amon Carter, has a few very minor tape repairs of edge splits as noted by PMG. On a note of this rarity, it is utterly 
immaterial, but it does bear a five-digit radar serial 11311. The colors are surprisingly good for a note in this grade, particularly the green back 
which gave these early Demand Notes their nickname.

The Treasury Seal and the all zero seven-digit serial numbers were glued on 
by hand at the BEP. The Treasury Department wanted FRNs of the Richmond Federal Reserve District printed first since this was the district that 
included Washington, DC.

No Uncirculated 1934 $500 star notes have been graded for the Atlanta district by either PCGS or PMG. This handsome example, which bears 
the PMG comment, “Exceptional Paper Quality, Great Embossing,” has been the finest known $500 Atlanta Star since it first appeared at the 
NASCA Memphis auction 40 years ago. Only nine 2201-F $500 stars have been graded by PMG. This note occupies top pop position in the 
group, a full 18 points higher in the census than the next finest example, and the only one of the nine to which PMG has awarded the EPQ 
designation for outstanding paper quality and originality. 


PCGS has graded only three $500 Atlanta replacement notes, all in lower grades than this piece. In 2008, we sold the finest known 1934 Dallas 
$500 star, PMG 45 EPQ, for $29,900.00. It, like our present Atlanta star note, was the only example in the joint PCGS/PMG census designated 
EPQ/PPQ, and also hailed from a very rare district for stars with no Uncirculated examples known. 


When we offered this strikingly original, spectacularly appealing, and exceedingly rare Atlanta low serial number 204 replacement note three 


years ago, it fetched a realization of $28,200. We see no reason this true finest known high denomination cannot approach that number again.

This 1934 Dallas district Light Green Seal example is a very rare note in this state of preservation. The Track & Price census shows just two other 
Light Green Seal examples reaching the 64 grade, with none higher. That pair appeared on the market in 2013, and have never been seen again. 
This piece is new to the census, and is a lovely example for the grade, with vivid colors, bold printing, and plenty of evident eye appeal. If rarity, 
desirability, and grade are any guide, our estimate may well prove conservative.

number of GO0001234*. Its closest competitor in the census is a PCGS About New 55 example which brought almost $10,000 in our 2016 
FUN auction.

Friedberg numbers of which a half-dozen notes are known are five-figure items in themselves, which doesn’t take into account that this note is a 
highly coveted $5,000. This pretty ultra-high denomination note from the Philadelphia district is one of just five pieces known from an original 
issuance of just 3,000 notes. According to the census and the population reports, this example is the finest by a mile, with three Apparent grades 
listed in the PCGS numbers. Track & Price records just two examples, including this note, having crossed the public auction block since we 
sold the Taylor Family collection over 15 years ago. That lone other offering since 2005 was a PCGS Apparent 40 example nearly seven years 
ago that brought $82,250. The eye appeal here is ideal for the grade and, in the holder, any fold that affects the grade is obscured. Each of the 
margins is full with bright paper and some embossing of the portrait noted.

Full 
margins frame this well printed example and the light green overprint is vivid and perfectly backed by the creamy and attractive paper. A 
minor repair is noted by the grading service, but this is not uncommon on $5,000’s and $10,000’s, where the vast majority of examples have 
seen some level of improvement. Consistent prices in the six figure range for About Uncirculated examples (as attested to by the PMG About 


Uncirculated 55 examples we sold three years ago for $129,500 and $141,000) are indicative of the allure that the high denomination trophy 
notes carry in the numismatic community.
